Importers thereupon packed bales with only 80 
per cent of such wrappers, and claimed that the

The question of 
prohibiting the admission of Sumatra tobacco 
was discussed and decided negatively, because 
Holland might adopt retaliatory measures.

THE DEAD YEAR. 
A BLACK PICTURE. 

New Tonn, Jan. 1.—{Special.|—The Jerald 
sas: The year 1883 ts dead, and in accordance 
with our usual custom we impanol ourselves 
as a Coroner's jury and sit on the body. The 
inquest will be a brief one, for the evidence is 
not pleasant reading, so uniformly is it the 
story of disappointment, d disas- 
ter. The year 1583 cume in with an Anathema; 
it went out with an anathema warapatha. In 
recalling to mind the financial evepts of last 
year, it is surprising to find how few of them 
were sensational in their character or of su- 
preme importance. A gradual, persistent, al- 
most uninterrupted shrinkage of stock valucs, 
greut depression in all branches of trade and 
matiufacturing (particularly in those of jroun 
and textile fabrics), failures great and sinali to 
an unprecedented degree, and enormous losses 
in special instances where the guarantce was 
thought to be particularly good, make up in 
brief the history of this calamitous year. 
There was but little sunsbine on ‘Change and 
no bine sky of importance but once, which 
was in June, when a bull movement was 
started, based upon the favorable promises of, 
the growing wheat crop. The movement, 
however, was short-lived,; for although the 
wheat continued to grow it grew worse instead 
of better, and it shortly became apparent that 
the yield, instead of being enormous, would 
fall short of the previous year. Even bricter 
and jess Vigorous was the movement in August, 

based upon the corn crop, for this cereal, be- 
tween too much and two littte heat and too wet 
and too dry weather, soon became as unpromis- 
ing as the wheat. These two episodes of im- 
provement were the only ones that can be 
Charatterized as real bull movements the 
year through. Unlike the year before, there 
were no decided attempts to force a raid by 
artificial means. There was no opening of 
boxes with a stunning Wisplay of securities 
(probably because the boxes were considvrably 
depleted of their contents), no application of 
pegs to prices (probably because the previous 
experiment had turned out such a lamentabie 
failure), no general efort to get up a boom 
when it was a Sure thing that the public would 
not useist in the shouting. Theretore the mar- 
ket was loft to take cure of itself, which it did 
very badly in i, and to the tender mercies of 
the bears, “which helped it from bad 
te worse. The liquidation began in the sum- 
mer of 1881, continued with auginented force, 
lowering to a greater or less extent the values 
of all sorts of securities, and in special in- 
stanees. producing disaster and ruin. The 
greatest collapse of the year was that which be- 
fell the Villardse, but this event is too recent to 
demand more than a passing notice. One cu- 
rious anomaly of the year is that the railroads 
dave shown a steady increase of earnings, and 
in most cases the usual dividends have been 
paid, while at the same time their market 
Values have depreciated and they have been 
@ngageit in an almost continuous wer 
of rates. With these facts before them 
it s no wonder that the public aht shy of 
railroad stocks and entertalu a lurking sus 
picion that many of these properties are man- 
aged more inthe interest of 
stockholders. The year closed without a ray 
of brightness, and with no satisfaction beyond 
the Very questionable one that prices are so 


many points nearer bottom than they were a | 


year ago. Divided opinions are held as to the 
future, many people that process 
of liquidation is far from complete—as many 
more that an era of improvement is close at 
band. Let us hope that the latter make the 
correct forecast, for both bulls and bears are 
sick to death of the existing condition of 
affairs.

The lying dispatches sent 
out to the world are not worthy of a moment's 
credence. They dre in the interest of the mut- 
derers and assasins, and penned by them or 
their aiders and abettors. The men who com- 
mit these deeds never hesitated yet to rjure 
themselves to cover them ap. The only way 
to get at the truth is to send truthful men 
here to ferret out the facts, and even these 
must be very puarded or they will be deceived 
as to the facts. The colored people are so in- 
timidated that they dare not speak. Even the 
few white Republicans find it to their interest 
to be reticent. The mouths of Foote and 
Swoze and all the other accused persons have 
been forever closed. No public trial can vindi- 
cate the truth with sworn testimony. 
But nevertheless eno can be ascer- 
taingd to, satisfy e Whole world 
except Bourbon Democracy whether these 
victims of Democratic wrath and malice really

ABOLISHING SLAVERY IN LIL. 

Rio de Janeiro News, Nov. 15: e new im- 
post un slaves in the Province of Ceara, which 
has been adopted by the Provincial Assembly, 
must be considered as a virtual act of abok- 
tion. Itisa recognized fact that slavery has 


atid that a tidal wave of popular enthusiasm is 
likely at any moment to sweep it out of exist- 
ence. When it g remembered that some sev- 
enteen municipalities, including the provincial 


since the beginning of the year, and that some 
7,000 slaves—at a rough estimate—have secured 
their unconditional freedom through this same 
movement—when all this is remembered it will 
be seen that slavery hangs by only a singie 
thread in that province. The new law which 
was voted in the Provincial Assembly the llth 
ult. and signed by the President the 19th does 
not declare outright for abolition; but it attains 
the same result by raising the tax on slaves to 
2100 and by shutting out the renewal of slavery 
in all municipalities where it has once been 
abolished. As the tax is much in excess of the 
average price id for ewiancipation in 
that province it is confidently believed that 
thousands of slaves will de liberated, either 
gratuitously or for a nominal sum, before the 
date on which the tax is to be imposed, which 
is the 3ist of January next. Previous to that 
date the slaveholders of the province are re- 
quired to make a special registry of their 
slaves. Under this requirement it is prohable 
that the 31st of January will be able to ewhibit 
a very meagre list of matricultations—a list so 
short in names and so exceptional in character 
that from very shame the masters will choose 
to set their slaves free. It may be, of course, 
that there will yet arise some complication or 
some influence which will defcat the immediate 
action of this law and prolong slavery in Ceara 
for a few brief months longer; but at the same 
time it is evident that slavery in that province 
is doomed. The promise today is, that Ceara, . 
the most unfortunate and afflicted province in 
the Empire, will be the first to cast out the 
evil of African slavery. All honor to Ceara!

WHEN DECLARATIONS OF AGENT BIND HIS 
PRINCIPAL. 


It was sought to defeat a suit for the foreclosure 
of a mortenge by a defense of usury, and, to prove 
the usurivus contract, the deciarations of the broker 
who made the loan were offered in writing, on the 
ground that, as he was the agent of the plaintiff in 
the transaction, the plaintif?’ was bound thereby. 
There was proof that the broker was the agent of 
the plaintiff beyond the fact that he made the loan, 
and that he declared himself to be such agent. In 
this case, Gifford vs. Landine, the Court of Chan- 
cery of New Jersey decided for the plaintiff. Vice- 
Chancellor Van Fleet, in his opinion, said; “ The 
declarations of an agent made pending u transac- 
tion in which he is authurized to represent his 
principal, and constituting part of the transactions, 


ure, in law, to be regurded as the declarations of 


the principal; but to entitle them toothis effect it 
is plain, it is necessary, both as a mutter of reason 
and justice, that the fact of his agency should first 
be established by competent evidence. The ugent's 
unsworn declarations are utterly incompetent for 
such a purpose. They are, at their very best, mere 
hearsay."’ 


MINING—SURFACE SUPPORT — SUNKEN 
WAY—LOSS OF SPRING. 


A landowner in 1573 sold the cowl in and under 
his property, and in the deed, made in 1875, it was 
recited * that the vendor agreed to hold the pur- 
unser harmiess by reason of any damage which 
might arise from the surface giving way after the 
coul is removed. The vendor in 1873 laid out a 
mining town upon the surface, and sold lots. B in 
1874 bought alot upon a highway, and on his lot 
was aspring. Two months after his purchase the 
agreement of sale for the minerals was recorded. 
The highwax fell in and the spring was dried up in 
consequence of urface not having been prop- 
erly supported in mining work, and the lot 
owner sued the mine-owners for damages and re- 
covered for the sunken highway and the 
spring. The case, Berwind vs. Barnes, wns 
curried to the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, 
where the judgment was aftirmed. Judge Green, in 
the opinion, sud: The agreement provides only 
tor the sale of the coal; nothing is said in it as to 
any release or indemnity for damages to the sur- 
face in the removal of the coal. The support is 
part and parcel of the reserved estate; it is of 
common right, und hence must pass, if at all, by 
express grant; and it is not to be defeated by mere 
implication drising from language that does not im- 
port such an effect, The owner of land bounded by 
the side of a street has title tothe centre thereof 
in the absence of an express reservation to the 
contrary. Tho fact that the public might be ip- 
jured by the falling in of the ground over which 
the streets were laid in no way deprived the plaint- 
iff of the right to recover for the injury sustained 


by him. The loss of plaintiffs spring was also 


remediable in damages, without reference to any 
question of negligence in the mining operations.“ 


SLEEPING-CAR COMPANY—CARE TO PREVENT 
| THEFT, 
A railway passenger purchased a sleeping-car 

ticket and occupied a berth therein. During the 

night his money and watch were taken from his 
wuisteoat, which he had put under a corner ot his 
mattress. On the trialit was shown that there 
were a sufficient number of employés in the car, 
and that the regulations thereof, required a con- 

tihued watch to be t; that the gonductor was 0 

watch until 3 o’clock a. m., when the porter toox 

his place, and he was on watch except for a short 
time, when he was fn the ante-room blacking boots. 

The evidence of another passenger that he was 

robbed the same night in the car was offered to 

show negligence. From the judgment the com- 
pany went to the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania, when the case, Pullman Palace Car 

Company vs. . Gardner, was again 

decided against it. The court, in 

opinion said:, ‘** Conceding that the company 
is not liable in this action as an innkeeper or com- 
mon carrier, yet a reasonable and proper degree of 

care is imposed on the company. Whether it did 

exercise that degree of cure under the circum- 

sances was for the jury. The main object in taking 
passage on such a car is to permit the passenger to 
sleep, and reasonable care and precaution must 
be taken by the company against the theft of the 
valuable property of the passenger from his berth. 

This is not a case of robbery by force and violence, 

but by stealthy violence. Unless a watchman be 

kept constantly in view of the centre aisle of the 
car, larceny from a sleeping-passenger may be 
cOmmitted without the thief being detected in the 

The fact that another passenger inthe same 

ear was robbed the same night was admissible as 

bearing upon the absence of proper care on the 
part of the company.“

If the words spoken are opprobrious or 
irrelevant to the case, the court will take notice of 
them as a contempt, or examine on information.

| DISPOSING OF BOSTON’S SEWAGE. 

_ Boston, Mass., Dec. 30.—The great sewage 
system which bas been in process of construc- 
tion in this city several years is now completed, 
and Tuesday morning its pumps will be set in 
motion. This system, which constitutes one of 
the greatest engineering feats of the age and 
is pronounced even superior te that of Paris, 
has for its object in brief the interception of 
sewage as it tows in the existing sewers and its. 
conveyance to a point where it may be dis- 


charged with safety to the public health and 
with smallest possible injury to other inter- 
ests. i 


For this purpose a large sewer has been 
built along the marginal streets of the city in- 
tercepting all existing drainage by mean$ of 
numerous branches, and finally terminating in 
ere 
four engines, with a daily pumping capacity of 
25,000,000 gallons, are crected together, with 
screens for the stoppage of large objects. The 
outfali sewer, which extends thence to a réser- 
voir on Moon Isiand, consists of three se- 
tions—tirst a tank, second a tunnel un- 
der Dorchester Bay, and third a large 
land sewer. At Moon island, where the 
sewage is discharged into deep witer, 
there is a large reservoir covering several 
acres. It has four compartments, and will 
hold nearly 25,000,000 gallons. Its design is 
such that it can be conveniently enlarged at 
uny time to double this capacity to meet the 
needs of the increased growth of the city, A 
large number of gates are provided for admit- 
ting and discharging sewages, which are to be 
opened by hydraulic pressure, as are those at

THE REMARKABLE SUNSETS. 


Interesting Theories of Prof. Loomis— 
Meteoric Dust. 


. New HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 30.—Prof. Loomis, 


while confessing his inability to satisfactorily 
explain the brilliant sunsets, suggests inter- 
esting theories concérning them. He does not 
ascribe them to vapor in the air, and says that 


the lateness of the hour shows the cause to be 


at a great elevation from the earth’s surface. 


He objects to the theory of volcanic dust 


from the eruption in Java in the autuinn, 
as that took place too long ago and the 


phenomenon was only noticed recently. As to 


the volcanic eruptions in California and Wash- 
ington Territory, while smoke was emitted 
which contained dust, the dust may not be red, 
but when the sun shines through the cloud of 


dust its red rays have more penetrating power 


than the other rays in the spectrum. : 

Prof. Loomis instances the red. sunsets upon 
hot nights in summer, when the atmosphere is 
filled with dust. Another suggestion by him is 
that the phenomenon is due to some foreign - 
substance falling into the air and the possibili- 
ty that meteors constantly falling into the at- 
mosphere may cause the brilliancy, but he adds 
that the latter is a vague conjecture.

MAKING PEOPLE GOOD BY LAW. 


The sumptuary craze for constitutional 
prohibition ” has reached Massachusetts. A 
meeting of political prohibitionists was held 
in. Boston recently, which adopted a long 
series of prevaricating whereases and à reso- 
lution favoring a prohibitory sumptuary 
amendment to the State Constitution. A 
historic statement of this phase of the coer- 
cion-teetotal movement was presented by 
Dr. Dorchester, who said: vy 

We assemble here today, in line with twenty- 


one States, in which the movement for con- 


stitutional prohibition has been commenced. 
In Kansas it has been consummated; iowa 
passed it through two Legislutures, and in- 
dorsod it by 30,000 majority of her citizens. 
Thouch lost by clerical errors, it is sure to be 
passed by the incoming Legislature, as I have 
been assured by Gov. Sherman, Maine has 
passed it through the Legislature, and it now 
awaits the popular vote. Oregon passed It 
through ove Legislature, and it now waits the 
action of the second. Ohio passed it through 
her Legislature, and, though lost before the 
people, it received the magnificent vote of 
over 300,000. In the Texas Legislature it lacked 
only 7 votes; in West Virginia only 3 votes; 


Votes; in Wisconsin only 10 votes; in Arkan- 
sas it passed the House, but failed in the 
Senate. | 

At first reading the above statement seems 
to be very formidable and impressive; but, if 
it be analyzed, it will be found to convey the 
information that, after all the agitation which 
has been going on these many years, just one 
State—Ka has incorporated prohibition 
in its organie law. ‘Thus far the moyement 
has miscarried in all the other States, But 
the gentleman wha sought to impress the 
meeting with an exaggerated estimate of the 
progress the moveiment has made not only. 
failed to point out specifically that but; one. 
State has actually adopted “ constitutional 
prohibition,” he likewise omitted to add that 
in this one State the result has been to bring 
the coercive law into contempt, because it 
cannot be enforeed in the cities and towns, 
and this experience with the operation of the 
coercive system of temperance led the people 
of Kansas to repudiate it so far as they had 
an opportunity by defeating St. John for 
Governor, who was the leader of the move- 
ment. — 

It seems to be an essential part of the pro- 
hibition crage to assume that sumptuary laws 
which are antagonistic to public sentime nt 
may be enforced simply by incorporating 
them in the Constitution. The absurility of 


the proposition is obvious to every one Who 


is not imbued with the craze. The adyocates 
of temperance by legal coercion always make 
it convenient to forget that sumptuary laws 
depend on popular support for their enforce- 


ment. When the Constitution or stathites of 


a State undertake to impase teetotalisih upon 
communities which refuse to adopt it, local 


oflicers will be elected who will refuse to, 


prosecute, and juries will always be sum- 
moned who will refuse to convict. It is not 


easy to dictate to free men what they shall 


eat or drink, or how much, Men tan be 
punished for wrong acts, but it is difficult to 
take away their free agency and preventing 
them from following their volitions in regard 
to their dining and wining.

If men could be made good by a provision 
inserted in the organic law the framers ‘of 
our various State Constitutions would be seri-

“ADVANTAGES OF ARBITRATION.

which the benefits of arbitration on the Board 
of Trade are sketched. „Tho the great cen- | 
tres of organized exchange which are 80 
marked a feature of modern business are 
usually thought of simply as rapid-transit 
ways of doing business in these days of elec- 
tricity, they are really much more than that. 
One of the most important things about them, 
and one of the least understood generally, is 
that they are courts. The Board of Trade, 
the New York Produce Exchange, the Wall 
Street Stock Exchange are given by their 
charters the power of adjusting disputes 
among their members without ‘yoing to the 
courts. There is abundant reason to believe 
that the value of this function will grow into 
wider appreciation and that it is one of the 
reasons why the tendency of active busi- 
nesses to crystallize into exchanges is grow- 
ing so rapidly. 3 ul 

The majesty of the jurisdiction of our 
Board of Trade in arbitration between those 
who do business on its floor was very greatly 
enhanced by the defeat of the attempt of the 
railroad companies who have their represent- 
atives on the floor to make themselves inile- 
pendent of it. These corporations, with the 
baronial and anti-social spirit which they 
seem,t6 take a special delight in flaunting in 
the face of the people, not only withdrew 


from the board when called upon to arbitrate | 


a claim for which a member had been scek- 
ing their attention vainly for two years and 
a half, but went much further. They spite- 
fully suspended their daily reports of the 
movement of produce out of the city, and 
refused to let the Board of. Trade Weighmas- 
ter weigh or note the weighing of produce 
transferred on track. The weights given by 
the railroad weighmasters were very inac- 
curate and untrustworthy, but there was no 
redress. For ten months the railroads per- 
sisted in their position that they must be al- 
lowed all the benefits of attendance on the 
floor of the board without any of the duties, 
but they finally receded and have come back 
again, as they wanted the facilities of the 
board and found that that body would never 
surrender to them. 

The 86,000,000 failure of the lard king 
last summer was all settled ap within six 
weeks, The cost of settlement was one- 
third of 1 per cent of the total indebtedness 
—about the sum of the assets of Ranger, 
the cotton king of Liverpool. In reporting 
on this very creditable winding up the Re- 
ceiver, Mr. Bensley, says quite correctly 
that if settled in the ordinary way by the 
courts ten years would have been consumed, 
and while the creditors would have got about 
15 per cent “ten or a dozen lawyers would 
have retired wealthy from fees obtained.” 
The affairs of the Cook County National 
Bank have been tn the hands of the Receiver 
and the law courts for nine years, and most 
of the assets have been swalléwed up by the 
expenses. 

The present courts are hopelesly behind 
the work that has to be done in adjusting the 
disputes between citizens. They were an 
unspeakable advance in their origin over the 
methods of trial by the ordeals by fire and 
water and the trial by combat which used to 
prevail in barbarous days. But they are now 
not at all the best places for litigants. Every- 
where, whether here or in England or on 
the Continent, we hear repeated the same 
complaints of their tedious delays, their cost- 
liness, and their uncertainties. The commer- 
cial tribunals instituted by the various ex- 
changes surpass the courts already in the 
cheapness, the celerity, the popularity, and 
the equitableness of their results. But the 
benefits of these tribunals are confined to the 
scanty and comparatively wealthy class that 
deal on the éxchanges. The great need of 
our judicial system is an extension of these 
courts of arbitration to jurisdiction in the 
affairs of the masses. 


Ir is twenty-one ‘years since Chicago 
passed Cincinnati in the amount of its pork- 
packing, but we still look to Cincfhnati for the 
statistics of pork-packing.

TWO GREAT MEETINGS AT DROMORE. 

Deomorr, Jan. I. -A meeting’ of both Na- 
tlonaliste and Orangemen was held here today.

RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 


Report of the Committee e to De- 
vise a Plan of Readjustment— 
Recommendations. 


Wasainotox, D. C., Jun. 1.—[Special.}|—The 
committee appointed under the act of March 3. 
1483, to devise a plan for readjusting the rail- 
way mail service has submitted its report. A 
majority of the railroads want the existing sys- 
tem of compensation changed, The comimnittee 
give a condeused history of the railway mail 
service, and after reviewing the systems for 
the last forty yeurs mukq the following recom- 
meadations: , | | | 


1. The pay to the railroads for cartying the mails 
shall be based upon space vecupied and the fre- 
quency and speed at which they are curried. 

2. The Postmaster-General shall determine the 
space factor, in view of the service needed, and by 
the weight and frequeacy of the wails, and by the 
railroad schedules. | 

3. All pay for railway mail transportation shall 
be ut a fixed rate per lineal foot per mile run 
this rate to cover the cost of the entire service. 

4. The amount of space to be paid tor may be 
increased or reduced by the Postmhater-Generai | 
ut any time if, after a weighing, it be discovered 
that the increase ur diminution in the umount of 
mail curried-on any road require the same. 

5. The closed of pouch mats shall be paid for on 
the basis of aggregate weight carried on all trains 
for twenty-four hours, and this aggregate weight 
be reduced to an equivalent in lineal feet of car 
apace io the following proportions: 200 pounds of 
mall or less shall be rated us the equivalent of six 
lineal inches, to be paid for at the rate of five 
mills per lineal foot per mile per year; 500 pounds 
shall be rated as one lineal foot, and for each ad- 
ditional 500 pounds one lineal foot of ¢ar space shall 
be allowed, with Lhe provisu that the. pay for car- 
rying the maiis*upon any railroad roate for six te- 
turn trips, shull not be less than $35 
year; $42.50 is now the lowest rate. 

6. The service from railroad sinlons to post-of- 
tices shall be discontinued. 

7. It is further recommended that In the adjust- 
ment of space by lineal foot for railway post-of- 
fiees a daily averzge of $00 pounds of mail or 


less shall be entitled to pay for space not 
to exceed thifteen lineal feet; trom 500 
to 1,000 pounds, not exceeding fifteen lineal feet; 


from 1.000 to 2,000 pounds, not exceeding twenty- 
tive lineal feet; and from 2.000 to 4,000 pounds, not 
exceeding forty linem! feet: that no chunge in the 
allotments of space shall be made until the uvor- 
age weight reaches (6,000 pounds. For 6,000 pounds, 
tity feet, and for $8,000 pounds sixty feet of space 


shall be allowed. The weight shall be ne-

OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS, 

From a careful study of the whole fleld the 
committee reach the conclusion that the yieid 
per passenger-car cannot be very far from 26 
cents per mile run, a majority of the roads 
yielding less.

run, or 25 cents per mile for a fifty-foot car, at

The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of Great Britain is empowered to call upon 
any railroad to carry mails by a train run at 
such hours as he may direct and at a speed not 
exceeding the speea of the company's first- 
class passenger-trains, stopping-places- and 
duration of stoppages being also under 
his control. High rates of payment 
tor this service are inevitable. ‘The mails 
now going out of great cities,“ Bay the com- 
mistee, * are of such volume and weicht that 
it might be desirable to arrange similar service 
upon our lines between great centres where 

Kal facilities should be of the highest order. 

‘eight at this time is so great as to make it a 
cumbersome element in the composition of 
passenger-trains, and yet hardly sufficient to 
warrant payment for trains run exclusively for 
its transportation.

The committee think the universal objection 
of railroad companies to delivering mails at post- 
offices well grounded. The system is a relic of 
stage-coaching methods, and justice to the 
roads, as well as the ection of the mail 
service, requires the duty of the former to 
chase on their delivery of mails to some re- 
spousible officer at the railroad station. |

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 


Views of Massachusetts Legislators on 


the Subject, 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 


seven members of the Legisiature, which meets 
tomorrow, answered a circular letter sent out 
by the Advertiser as to their views on civil- 
service reform. Nearly every one declares 
himself in favor of the application of reform 
measures to the State civil service. A very 
few condemn the principle of the reform, a few 


more profess to believe that it cannot be car- 


ried out, and one frankly characterizes the 


‘whole matter as “a humbug.” There are many 


intelligent criticisms upon special features of 
the outline, and some observations founded 
upon a misunderstanding of the provisions it is 
intended to cover. The brevity of the outline 
necessarily preciudes that full definition of the 
working ot the commission, the classes of offi- 
cers reached by it, and the penalties provided 
for violations of its provisions which any 
actual bill must contain. It is based mainly 
upon the bill passed by the Legielature of New 
York last spring, which covers about five 
pages of the statute-book and contains about 
twenty sections. The objections moat promi- 
nent in the replies to the circular are: First, 
the cost of the commission; second, the power 
oontferred upon it to control appointments to 
muuicipal offices. These objections have been 
carefully considered by the friends of reform- 
atory legislation, and it is believed that they 
can be fully met in the bill presented to the 
Legisiature or by the friends of the bill in the 
two Houses. ba

THE RAGE FOR ORCHIDS. 
Revival of the Flower Mania—A 

Thousand Dollars fora Plant—lLlot- 

houses in London. 

London Telegraph: Are we to witness the 
revival of a mania similar to that which raged 
in Holland some two and a half centuries 
since? It is recorded in the City Register of 
Alkmaar that in 1639 100 tulips sold for 90,000 
guilders, or about £10,000;, and that one 
specimen, named The Viceroy, brought the 
amazing sum of 4,200 guilders. Bo extraor- 


dinary was, indeed, the flower frenzy which 


the Netherlands in 1636 
and 1637, and reached its climax in 
1638, that men speculated in bulbs as 
in our own times they dabble in 
mining stocks or buy and sell railway shares. 
The highest price ever given at Haarlem fora 
tulip was 13,000 guilders, the Semper Augus-

the wax-like **‘ Vandas of Hindostan, and the 
lovely Phalwnopses.“ or moth orehids, of the 
Philippine Islands. Oddly enough, these pro- 
digious prices are paid for specimens of plants 
which are found scattered over almost the en- 
tire surface of the globe. They abound every- 
where except in the coldest and most exposed 
regions, but are most numerousin the humid 
Yorests of the torrid zone, and especially of 
America, 

Until a comparatively recent date the import- 
ed specimens were cultivated in hothouses to- 
gether with other exotics, but now a single and 
specially -prepared structure of glass and iron is 
devoted to vatieties of one sort alone. Some- 
times it happens that individual plants pur- 
chased for a few shillings may prove, when 
they flower for the first time, to be distinct in 
some particular from the previously known 
patterns of the same kind. 
pens it is a windfall; and. should the fortunate 
possessor wish to part with the plant, there are 
plenty of purchasers who would be anxious to 
secure the prize at almost any prioe.“ 

Curious and multifarious are, indeed, the 
classes of men who attend the great piant sales 
in King street, Covent Garden. There are, to 
begin with, the nursery gardeners of these 
islands, interspersed with others who act for 
principals on the Continent and in North 
America. Sometimes a nobleman or country 
gentieman is seen hurrying away with a 
precious rarity, as he conceives it to 
be, which could be put into a teacup; 
but no class is 80 largely represented 
as that consisting of the bankers, the 
solicitors, the stockbrokers, the medical men. 
and the pawnbrokers of this wealthy metropolis. 
A well-known and popular solicitor of Lincoin's 


Inn-Helds has the credit of being one of the best 


judges of orchidaceous plants inthe world; and 
the windows of one eminent physician in Gros- 
venor street, who is noted for his exhaustive 
books on ‘The Use of the Microscope and 
other cognate subjects, are garnished with 
sinall hothouses richly bedizened with hanging 
tropical flowers of the rarest kinds. 

The rage for orchids and for other exotics, 
which in this climate can only thrive under 
glass, may be accepted as an indication that 
the suburbs of this metropolis can grow fewer 
and fewer flowe plants which are able to 
stand the smoke-infected atmosphere hang- 
ing over this mighty camp of human beings 
like a pall. Within the memory of men who 
have not yet passed middie age many kinds of 
roses did admirably in the open air upon spots 
in the neighborhood of Primrose Hill, the 
Regent's Park, and Hyde Park, Latterly, 
however, a cry of agony has gone 
up from many lovers of gardens 
within the metropolitan area that they 
can no longer grow a multitude of plants 
which flourished and flowered to perfection in 
their youth. There are among the habiiual 
residents in large cities many who cannot get 
on without home-grown flowers of some kind, 
and the result jg that hothouses, costing from 
£30 up to £1,000 or more, are now to be found 
in gardens which the acid exbaled by coal- 
smoke renders unfit for plants figwering out of 
doors. In this way it is easy to understand the 
attention bestowed by botanists, homolowists, 
evolutionists, and horticuiturists of all kinds 
upon orchidaceous plants which bring the trop- 
ics and their rich vegetation to Stamtord Holl, 
Kensington, Brixton, Brompton, Chelsea, and a 
dozen other suburbs. 

The manugement in a metropolitan garden 
of a hothouse which is solely devoted to this 
beautiful plant requires no small nt of 
experience and skill. Water bas constantly to 
be thrown upon the hot-water pipes below in 
order to produce the damp heat to which the 
plant is accustomed in its Native habitat. In 
the tropics great numbers of orchids grow upon 
the stems and branches of trees, and this 
tendency is reproduced in this country by mul- 
titudes of plants attached to bits of wood 
moisteued with moss, and suspended on the 
silis and attached with a string to the roofs of 
hothouses.

Charles P. Clark Appointed Receiver of 
the New York & New England

Judge Nelson, of Boston, Refuses to 
the Appointment Until After a 
ae Fuller Hearing. 


A Receiver Appointed, 

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 1.—[Special.]|—Judge 
Nathaniel P. Shipman, Judge of the United 
States Cirouit Court of this city, last night 
granted an application for the appointment of 
Charles P. Clark as Receiver of the New York 
& New England Road. Mr. Clark was Genera! 
Manager several years ago and recently re- 
turned to the road as its President. The peti- 


tioner is Henry A. Brassey, of London, Eng., 


a holder of the second-mortgage bonds, He 
sets forth that the company has a fipating debt 
of over $1,000,000 and ie unable to pay or meet 
the interest of $330,000 due Jan. 1; also that 
the creditors contemplate attaching the rolling- 
stock; that the company owes the Erie 
$190,000 and a large sum to the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Road, which he be- 
lieves is about to bring suit and attachment. 
On these grounds Brassey asked a permanent 
Receivership. The New England Road filed an- 
ewer adipitting most of the allegations, and 
that it owed the Erie $141,000; the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford $43,000; the Anchor 
Steamship Line $47.000; and various connect- 
ing roads lesser sums—al! aggregating $266,000. 
Last night the Directors held a meeting and 
passed resolutions that the appointment of a 
Receiver was necessary to prevent attachment, 
and instructing counsel for the road to assent 
to the appointment of a temporary Receiver.

Heavy Disbursements in Philadelphia to 
Begin Today—AssignmentsClosed 
by Creditors. 


Particulars of the Collapse of the 
Firm of Friedberger & Strouse, of 
Philadelphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 1.—[Special.}—The 

firm of Priedberger & Strouse was established 

twenty years ago, and has since been doing an 
annual business of over $600,000, Friedberger's 
hat factory waa started about four and a halt 
years ago, and has been managed solely by 
Mr. . Freiedberger, the yearly business being 
between $200,000 and $250,000. The judgments 
on which the execution was made were only 
against the firm, but the levy on Mr. Fried- 
berger’s individual business was on account 
of his connection with the firm. They 
amount to $50,000, and it is expected ‘by 
the members of the house that they will pre- 
cipitate additional suits, which will make the 
total liabilities $125,000. “ The whole trouble,“ 
said Mr. Friedberger, is caused by the fact 
that my partner, Mr. Strouse, has been engaged 
in outside transactions which have resylted 
disastrously. The firm never had any trouble 
before, and has always done a good business. 

About four years ago I ceased devoting all my 

time to its financial management and turned 

all my energies to the making of straw 
hate, the business being entirely distinct. 

Unknown to me Mu Strouse engaged 

in a business venture in Chicago and in Phillips- 

burg. The reputation of the firm gave him 
credit anda kind of backing, which he used 
freely. He borrowed money trom various per- 
sons On the strength of the firm’s standing, and 
placed the house in a peculiar position. It was 


not until last March that I discovered the true. 


state of the business. I tried to get out, He 
put it off and off. Once be bad a man, he said, 


who would take my share in the business, but - 


at the time when the transfer was to be made 
the man taok sick and died. This put a stop to 
the transfer, and, although I tried, I could not 
get out of the ürm.“ |

He referred to the condition of things 
in the Solid South, and served 
on all concerned that in the future the colored 
voters in the North intended to wield their 
political power in the way that would the most 
speedily and effectually secure to their brethren 
in the South that protection for which they 
now pleaded in almost tones of despair, and 
which it was the saered duty of the Govern- 
ment to afford. He concluded as foliows: 

On this night of the twenty-first anniversary of 
the triumph of universal liberty on American soil, 
in this presence, in this great city of a still greater 
Commonwealth where reposes in eternal quietude 
the brain that thought out the great emancipation 
act, and in deathiess inactivity the hand that 
signed it and sent it forth; and with upward glance 
toward the far off ethereal climes where the soul 
that breathed into that instrument the fire and en- 
ergy of his own 24 love of liberty is at. peace 
and rest, I demand of this Nation to see to it that 
the unrivaled tragedy of civil war, enacted 
at a cost of billions of treasure and rivers of blood, 
shall not end in a farce; but, in its primal results 
und subsequent enactments. shall endure forever 
the heritage and inspiration of all the people in 
every section and in evéry nook of our vast do- 
main. To be satisfied with anything less than this 
will be to pour contempt upon the loyalty, bravery, 
and heroism of the Nation's defenders and saviors, 
white and plack, who answered to the roll-call of 
death upon the smoking fields of battle, and whose 
glittering bayonets have become the jewels that 
adorn their tents on Famé’s eternal highta. 

The Rev. J. W. Laws was expected to deliver 
an address on Results and Prospects,” but, 
after making an apology, he said the results 
could be seen on every hand.

A Mormon Woman Who Did Not 
Love All Her Husband’s Children. 
Even the paralyzing hand of religious fanati- 

cism cannot stifle human nature. It may de- 

grade the intellect and subjugate the soul, but 
in moments of supreme trial instinct is sure to 
assert itself against any artificial environment 
that has been set up to insure its captivity. 

The pages of history are dotted all over with 

illustrations ot this truth, and its evidences 


are renewed whenever the passing of events at- 
ford occasion. 


One of these, witnessed by a 
party of tourtsts in Utah, is not without im- 
portance in its bearings upon a weighty and 


obscure problem which before long will con- 
‘front the people's representative statesmen. 
The tourists had been calling upon a Mormon 


elder living in a small town between Salt Lake 
City and Ogden. One of the tour wives of the 
elder was to take the train for Ogden, and the 
party were requested to note the affectionately 
effusive manner in which the woman would 
part from her sister wives and from the brood 
of children—some twenty or more—who formed 
no insignificant portion of the common house- 
hold.

It is not long 
since a young American traveler, talking with. 
a German lady, asked her why there was so 
much astonishment in boarding-houses when- 
ever an American was seen to black his own 
shoes? Because,“ she sad,. no German 
gentleman blacks his own shoes. Who does 
it?’ His servant.” ‘* Suppose he cannot af- 
ford to keep a servant?” Then his wife does 
it.” Do you approve of that? ‘Certainly I 
do,“ was the final answer; was not woman 
created to be the servant of man?“ 

All the theories of social courtesy in Germa- 
ny, 60 far as I have known, imply deference as 
due to the man, not the woman. A young phy- 
sicjan lately from Berlin was telling me the 
other day that at his boarding-house there, 
soon after arrival, he stepped aside to give 
precedence to a lady who, like himself, was 


entering the dining-room. She begged him 
to precede her, and when he declined she 
sidled reluctantly in, keeping her face always 


' deferentially turned toward him as toward a 


crowned head. This happened two or three 
times, until she at last remonstrated with him, 
pointing out that nobody did as he did and that 
it made it awkWard for her. After this, ob- 
serving that every other man in the family 
made his way into the dining-room and left the 
ladies to follow as they could, he found it 
easier to do the same, and so adopted the com- 
mon practice. But is it strange that our young 
Americans, after three or four years of such 
social training, return home to advocate in the 
Popular Science Monthly the inferiority of 
woman? 

Mrs. Pitman in her European Breezes 
gives an amusing account of the awkwardness 
of Hungarian army officers at being asked to 
hold a lady’s shawl for her, since their pro- 
fessional etiquet forbids their carrying any- 

in their hands. But the same is the rule 
in good society in Germany, and if a gentle- 
man and lady walk together in the street it is 
only the lady, not her escort, whom propriety 
permits to carry a parcel. To such a paradox- 
ical extent does this go that a lady once 
begged of a young American to allow 
her, for her own sake, to carry the 
bundle; it would never do for her to be 
seen walking with a man who would 
so degrade himself as to take it. This throws 
light on the story—which has always seemed a 
little incredible—of the Rev. Dr. Christlieb's re-

in America, since he had more than once seen 


a husband fetch his wife's shawl for her.

some years later, when it unfortuaately oc- 
curred to a colonist in the southern isle to 
turn adrift some rabbits on the bleak sand- 
hills along the coast at Invercargill. According- 
ly he impogted a little family of se from 
the old country, and very soon he and his 
friends were able to indulge in some pleasant 
shooting, and founda change from eonstant 
mutton very satisfactory. 

But they soon found that their sport could 
not keep pace with the increase of the rabbits. 
Soon every blade of grass was con- 
sumed, end then the hungry creatures 
nibbed the roots which bound the 


light  sand-hills and prevented them 
from blowmmg over the arable land. The

farmers shooting and trapping with all 
their might, but the rabbits had now been in- 
troduced to Otago, whence they spread in every 
direction, defying all efforts of the widely 
scattered settlers, who for the most part live 
eight or ten miles apart, half a dozen men suf- 
ficing to herd flocks which range over perhaps 
50,000 acres. As it was obvious that these 
couid in no wise check the ever-increasing cvil, 
it became necessary to hire men to trap, shoot, 
and ferret-professionally. These trappers re- 
quired the aid of large packs of dogs, and it 
was soon found that the disturbance thus 
caused among the flocks resulted in greater 
mischief than even the ravages of the rabbits. 
Moreover, the trappers were paid at the rate of 
twopence a skin, but the market became so 


overstocked that skins sold for less than they 


cost. 
When you consider that the rabbit begins to 
treed at the early age of six months, and 
thenceforth has about six litters a year, of 
from sig to eight young, it is evident that the 
incre of the species must necessarily be ex- 
cessive.

Among the many efforts made to subdue the 


rabbit pest none has more signally failed than, 


the introduction of cats, which, from the days 
of the Marquis ot Carrabas down to the present 
time, have proved such successful rabbiters 
when working on their own account. In New 


Zealand, however (where so many things go by 


contraries), they seem to object to sport, and 
to prefer afpurely domestic life. soe 

In Victoria it was at first hoped that the na- 
tive cat, which is a kind of weasel, would have 
proved a useful ally; but, strange to say, it at 
once fraternized with the rabbits, and now these 
singular friends are said to share the same bur- 
rows. All manner of remedies have been tried, 
and successively given up as useless in the face 
of so widespread an evil. The extent of the 
ravages could scarcely: be credited were it not 
for the clear statistics of the Rabbit Nuisance 
Committee. Thus, in South Canterbury, New 
Zealand, Messrs. Cargill and Anderson state 
that in the previous year they had killed 500,- 
000 rabbits by poison, and in the following 
spring their sheep-run was just as deeply peo- 
pled by them as ever. Mr. Kitchen says that 
he kept nearly a hundred .men working as rab- 
bit-killers for four months, and actually cleared 
his land. Very soon, however, new-comers 
arrived and entered into possession of this va- 
cant tract, and now they are worse than ever. 

Still the plague spreads, and the whole land, 
is moro or less infested with the pest, Aud. 
many districts are reduced to meré warren 
Many sheep farmers have been forcedgto aban- 
don runs of from 15,000 to 16,000 acres. Mr. R. 
Campbell has been compelled to abandon 250,000 
acres! In one year he expended £3,000 in the 
endeavors to clear about half this land. Mr. 
Reeves reports having killed 180,000 rabbits 
within twelve months. 

In 1878 the total number of sheep in New 
Zealand was upward of 13,000,000, but so terri- 
ble have been the ravages of these ** feeble peo- 
ple that the official returns for 1880 end 1881 
show a diminution of 2,000,000 in the number 
of sheep, and the last quarter of 1882 shows a 
falling off of 10 per cent in the export of wool 
as compared with the previous year. 10 

How one man's poison may be another man’s 
meat has been abundantly shown in Australia, 
where several enterprising colonists have es- 
tablished frabbit-preserving factories on 80 
large a scale that they may well be deseribed 
as rabbit-exterminators. In Western Victoria 


there are two such factories—one at Colac and 


another at Camperdown. The returns of the 
former for one week were 18,000 pairs of rab- 
bits, while in the same time the latter received 
10,000. Thus nearly 60,000 rabbits were dis- 
posed of in one week by these two es 
ments. 

A very important ally has, however, now been 


secured, and great hopes are entertained that 


it may prove a more successful rabbit-destroy- 
er than any hitherto thought of. This is the 
Indian mongoose (Herpestes griseus), which 
in the last ten years has done such good 
service in Jamacia as a wholesale rat-killer. 
The rats, attracted by the sugar-fields, had in- 
creased in such multitudes as to threaten the 
desolation of that fertile isle. It oceurred to. 
one of the planters to introduce this notoriotis 
ratter, the results have surpassed his 
highest hopes. These active little creatures, 
resembling large ferrets, multiplied with ex- 
traordinary velocity, and waged a deadly war 
of extermination against the rats. It is hoped 
that they may prove é@qually efficacious in the 
destruction of rabbits, so the New Zealand and 
Australian Governments have applied to the 
Government of India for a supply of mon- 
gooses. These are accordingly being collected 
in Bengal and sent to the Zodlogical Gardens in 
Calcutta, whence, when a hundred couples 
have been secured, y will be dispatched to 
their new homes, W we may well wisn 
them success. 


Women in Dakota.

This affliction has been 
the means in some instances of placing the 
fair ones in independent circumstances, where 
otherwise they would be working in some 
menial capacity. ; 
An instance known to the readers of the Star 
is that of a young widow who came to Lisbon, 
took a pfeémption claim to 160 acres, proved

up and got a title to her land, then took an- 


other claim under the Homestead law of 160 
more, on which she is now living; and as the 
possessor of 320 acres of the richest soil under 
God's footstool, she is of course considered 
worth having. and several bachelors in the 
vicinity are glaring at each other with fire in 
their eyes and hatred in their hearts toward 
their rivals. „ 
In Lisbon there are not afew servant-girls 
who have taken up claims and intend to culti- 
vate them by contract: r any one of 
them could realize from $500 to $750 each for 
their land. One young lady, who ds clerking 
in one of the stores in town, is the sor 
of a number of town lots in addition to several 
quarter sections of land. The land is worth 
probably $25 an acre, but she came into pos- 
session of it by taking advantage of the pre- 
emption, homestead, and tree-claim laws. Her 
town lots were bought when prices were low 
from the proceeds of her salary, and have now 


advanced to nearly ten times the price she paid 


for them. 

Another young lady who took up a preémp- 
tion claim last fall has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that a railroad survey has since been made 
across it, and it. is not at all improbable that 
she may yet become the owner of a town site 
worth from $50,000 to $100,000. It isa very 
poor town site that is not worth the former 
sum, 250 lots at $200 each making that amount; 
a quarter section of land will make about 600 
ordinary town lots, allowing for streets and 
avenues. 

The instances above recited are those indi- 
genous to Ransom County, and every county 
in Dakota has a similar number of cases to re- 
cord. If the thousands of hard-working girls 
at the East could only be helped to emigrate to 
D&kota they would find plenty of employment 
at high wages, besides having an opportunity 
of taking up land that in a few months will 
make them small capitalists,
